AXXOUXCIXG A RULE 


The rules of law Applying to the rates which public 


utility companies may charge for electricity, for gas, for 
street car service or for any other service furnished by 
such companies, which have been given their first ju- 
dicial pronouncement by the Supreme Court of the 
United States in recent decisions are nothing more nor 
letts, than good common sense, and which sometimes, for- 
tunately, triumphs over legal technicality In the admin- 
istration of law. 


The court holds that no municipality may Insist on 


a fate contract with any utility company when to pw- 
tnit It to do so would result In the entire or partial con- 
fiscation of the company's property. 


Thai's a just ruling. 
There- are hundreds of mil- 


lions of dollars of the people's savings invested In utili- 
ties company securities and those savings must be pro- 
tected ju«tt as the public right to service at fair rates 
must be protected. 


There is another strong reason — rule of justice _ 


supporting the conclusion of the court.. The right of 
the public, by city council, by state commission or hv 
appeal to I he courts, to hold the utilities companies to a 
small profit is recognized and enforced. . The utilities 
companies are not permitted to make enormous profits 
because of statutory regulation of their affairs and they 
are therefore unable to build up huge surpluses to 'tide 
them over periods of loss. . The same law which controls 
nnd hampers thorn must. In justice, take the responsi- 
bility for their relief In time, of financial distress. 


In the decisions the court announces that the rule 


of regulation must, work both ways. 
If the. companies 


nro subject to a sharp chock on profit-making the pub- 
lic must, when abnormal conditions arise, assist them to 
live by relieving the company from the rigid perform. 
ance, of hard contracts. 


Thoughtful people have seen the trend clearly in 


these matters and have sought to prevent the coming of 
a deadlock in our local affairs. 
There ha« never be*-n 


any doubt that,, if the local utilities company was entitle*! 
to relief, it -.voitld obtain it, sooner or later, a.nd our city 
authorities should have recopnlj-erl that, rule.. Even be- 
fore the Supreme Court of the United States made formal 
declaration of the rule, it was poor business judgment to 
seek to holrl the company by a technicality,' to the per- 
formance of a contract which. It claimed,' would cause 
loss. 
The company should have been given Its day in 


court anrt Its appeal for a compromise listened to 'and 
Investigated.
